CONCERN AT PUBLIC

The British Government is seri- 
ously concerned with the progress 
of the National Fitness Campaign, 
inaugurated 15 months ago. Dras- 
tic measures to accelerate and re- 
vitalise the programme are being 
urged from influential quarter's as 
essential if the schem is to fulfil 
th original ideal. 

No secret is made of the fact that 
the results so far have been far be- 
low expectations: There is a growing 
feeling 1n official quarters that the 
idea of physical fitness is not ‘“‘cat- 
ching on” as was hoped. In many 
areas the attitude is still apathetic, 
even hostile. 

Part of the failure, it is suggest- 
ed, is due to the growing pressure 
of air raid precautions duties. 
These have increasingly occupied 
the attention of local government 
authorities and the public and, tem- 
porarily at any rate, stolen much 
of the voluntary effort required to. 
make the national fitness drive a 
success, 

In a number of districts, includ-

On Improving One’s Game 


A reader inquires this week how 
she should plan an all-round = im- 
provement in her game; she has 
played contract bridge ever since it 
became popular, and confesses to a 
horrid suspicion that her game is 
stationary. Such an __ intelligent 
query deserves a full answer. Play- 
ers differ in respect of the, follow- 
ing compofents, all of which ‘are 
essential to playing a first-class 
game:—il, Bidding; 2, defence; 3, 
play as declarer; 4, adaptability to 
various partners. 


Of these four components. the 
first and third can be learnt from 
books, and a high degree of excel- 
_lency at both can be acquirdd -by 
mere industry. Accurate bidding, 
for example, implies first of all the 
mastery of a given system; and, 
secondly, the ability to value a hand, 


Bidding_is normally a™ joint affair, 


80 that perfect bidding is impossible 
with a stupid partner, but, subject 
to that solitary exception, bidding 
can be learnt from books. Similar- 
ly, the play of two hands as declarer 
is dissected in every possible as- 
pect and'at inordinate length in a 
multitude of books which can be 
mastered precisely as a book on 
knitting or cookery can be master- 
ed. 
Play, like bidding, occasionally 

invadeg the field of psychology, but 
in both departments of: the game a 
. standard which falls only just. short 


of genius can be attained by hard.

Hankow, To-day. 

Reviewing the military sittia- 
tion, the Chinese spokesman em- 
phasised the importance of the 
Chinese recapturing the triangle 
formed by the Yellow River bend 
in south-western Shansi, follow- 
ing Chinese occupation of the 
strategic Yellow River crossings 
at Fenglingtu, oposite Tungkwan, 
and also Yungchi. 

The Chinese forces, he said, 
now attacking Linfong. 

Referring to the Lanfeng situa- 
tion, the spokesman stated that the 
Doihara Division is surrounded 
north-west of the Lanfeng area and 
is nearing exhaustion. They are 
also experiencing difficulties in ob- 
tain supplies. It is reported that 
recently four big Japanese — trans- 
port aeroplanes were sent from 
north of the Yellow River to drop 
food and supplies for the trapped 
Japanese. 

LANFENG SITUATION 

Chinese anti-aircraft guns greeted 
the transport planes with heavy 
fire, resulting in the destruction of 
two of the machines.
